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Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on 1/7/05 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the search for the two groups is 
the same. In view of this argument the restriction requirement has been withdrawn. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 61-89 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. With respect to claims 61 , 65, 74 and 89 the phase 

"expansion valve expands refrigerant superheat" is indefinite and confusing. The 

previous set of claims recited that the expansion valve "controls" refrigerant superheat. 

It is not clear whether applicant is reciting control of the superheat by the expansion 

valve. The term "expands refrigerant superheat" does not have any common meaning 

in the art. In claims 69 and 82, it is not clear what is controlling the pressure regulators. 

Normally, a pressure regulator is responsive to pressure and regulates that pressure. 

The claims appear to recite that the pressure regulator are responsive to a parameter 

other than pressure. Claim 83 is confusing and incomplete because the claim recites 

that suction pressure is controlled independently of an expansion valve without reciting 

any relationship between "the" expansion valve and the plurality of refrigeration circuits. 

Claim 86 is confusing and incomplete because the claim recites a plurality of 

refrigeration circuits and a control system to control the suction pressure of an 

evaporator pressure regulator without reciting any relationship between the evaporator 

pressure regulator and the plurality of refrigeration circuits. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
